The Coupling Between the Trailer and 
the Motor Broke at the Curves and ‘the 
Trailer Was Overturned and the Peo- 
ple Piled Up On Top of Each Other— 
Stories of the Trainmen and Passen- 
gere—Complete List of .the Killed and 
Injured. 


A terrible accident occurred this morning 
about 7:45 0’clock on the Ninth street, State 
and Sidney streets branch of the Union Depot 
Line at the corner of Ninth street and Russell 
avenue, which resulted in the almost instant 
killing ofone man and one woman andthe 
injury of a score of others. 

The list of dead and wounded so far as as- 
certained is as follows: 

v KILLED. 

Unknown man, 6 feet 10 inches high, weighs 
about 150 pounds, short, yellow hair, clean 
shaven face, between 22 and 25 years 
of age, apparentiy German, dressed in 
dark clothes, coal having small square de- 
signs. In the dead man’s pockets were 
found $29.30, an open-face sil ver watch, cigar 
holder, a silk handkerchief, a red bandana 
and two Keys. 

THE INJURED. 
The following Is a list of the injured:

THE CATASTROPHE. 

Sweeping past the foot of the hil] with 
frightfal rapidity the heavy motor car took 
the curve and rounded into Ninth street with 
a rege! Bg shook the standing passengers 
from their feet andthrew them to the east 
side ofthe car. The light traltiler followed be- 
hind until the wheels of the first truck struck 
the shurp incline of the curve, when she gave 
a sudden lurch and in a twinkling was 
whipped clear of the tracks and dashed side- 
ways On to the crossing on the northeast cor- 
ner. The coupling snapped and the motor 
— ~~ ahead without a wheel leaving the 

ac . 

The scene was one of the wildest confusion 
while the screams, cries and groans of the 
injured and trightened passengers were 
Simply heartrend ng. As the trailer was 
lifted.into the airand while toppling over, 
many jumped fromthe platforms and thus 
saved themselves, but the great mags, who 
were wedged in their seats, went over with 
the car and were a up on top of each 
Other three an four deep. AS Many 
as had no limbs broken and were able im- 
mediately scrambled out from the upper side 
of the car, while several who were pinioned 
aown by the broken uprights were forced to 
lie there until the car was righted. 

A hundred willing hands assisted in this 
work, and the car was soon placed on its 
wheels again and run into the street on Rus- 
sell avenue; 

One man, whose name was unknow~A at the 
time, had struck the left cheekbone on the 
rocks in failing and was almost instantly 
Killed. He was removed’to the Morgue, 
where nothing was found on him by which to 
identify him. He was evidently a laboring 
man andon his way to work; Tif his clothes 
were found a silver watch and chain 
and $29.30 in money.’ The ma- 
jority of the injured were carried 
into the grocery store of Frank G. Cossman 
at the northeast corner of Ninth and Russell, 
where they were made as comfortable as 
possible until the ambulances and carriages 
arrived to take them off. Many who only 
sustained minor injuries staid upon the 
scene but a short time and then hurried off to 
their various places of business. 

Hundreds of children who were on their 
way to school and hundreds of passengers 
from the cars of the two lines which were 
temporarily blocked by the accident, 
crowded the streets and sidewalks until they 
became almost impassable. A squad of

The scene of the accident at Ninth street 
and Russell avenues is the point where the 
Sidney street cars turn down Russell avenue 
into Ninth street, going north. The Southern 
railway tracks running along Ninth street 
join the other line at this point, the cars of 
both lines using the same tracks fora few 
blocks on Ninth street north of Russell 
avenue. & 

Running east along Russell avenue the 
Sidney street cars reach the top of a steep 
grade at a point between Tenth and Eleventh 
streets. This grade/terminates at the corner 
of Russell avenue and Ninth street, where 
the tracks curve & ply towards the north. 

At about 7:45 o’clock this morning motor 
car No. 7, directed by Motorman Patrick Bar- 
rett, with trailer No, 52, an open summer 
car, with John Lawler as conductor, was 
making its north-bound trip. Both cars 
were crowded with passengers on their way 
up-town to Duéiness, and not. only 
every seat .in the rear car was 
occupied, but both platforms jand the steps

EXCITED RELATIVES. 

About a half an hour later scores of anx- 
jous relatives were on the scene inquiring 
from the policemen and the reporters if such 
and such a person was onthe list of the dead 
orinjured. The accident had happened just 
at a time when two-thirds of all classes 
of laborers and business men were on 
their way uptown, and hence considerable 
alarm was created in the southern and 
southwestern portionof the city. A report 
was circulated at first that there had beena 
collision between cars of the two intersecting 
lines, but this was soon contradicted. 

The car was not so badly wrecked as might 
have been expected, but this was due mainly 
to the tact that after it toppled over it was 
dragged buta very short distance on the 
side. The portion of the front roof which 
covers the platform, wastorn partially off, 
the side platform was badly ripped and torn 
away towards the front, while four of the up- 
rights between the roof and bottom of the 
car were broken and the others only slightly 
splintered. Not a wheel was injured and 
about an hour after the accident the car was 
runonthe tracks and carried off by two 
horses. . 

A PASSENGER’S DESCRIPTION. 

Among the passengers in the car were Otto 
Weigand, a baker who lives at 2618 South 
Twelfth street, and a companion, Willie 
Haacke,-aged 19 years. The latter jumped 
from the carand was unhurt, but Weigand 
thinks he was so frightened that he did not 
stop to see the result of the accident, but ran 
away home, 

Weiganhd’s story is as follows. 

**I was standing on the rear platform of 
the trailer together with three or four oth- 
ers. Ihé car was crowded, some people 
éven clinging to the posts on the side. When 
we reached the top ofthe hill we all got a 
sudden jerk, which I suppose was due to the 
brakes being puton. Aswe came on down 
the hill, Isaw we were going so fast that we 
could not possibly turn the curve witaout 
jumping the track. Idid not see the con- 
ductor, so I grabbed the brake and turned it 
alll could. This seemed to do no good 
and we were then oing. so fast tat 
the first car had struck the ¢urve and was 
going aroundit. I jumped on theleft hand 
step of the platform and just as I felt it lifted 
intothe airlstepped offand escaped going 
with thecar. I saw her go over and land in 
the gutter just in front -of the grocery. 
mA ant # was screaming and crying out, 
and making such a fuss as I never heard in 
mv life before.

John Welsh, aclerk in the grocery store of 
Frank G,. Crassman, said: ‘‘I was standin 
here behind the counter, doing up some cof- 
fee, when, looking atthe window, I saw the 
twocars flying down the hill like allfury. I 
heard Tom Maloney, the blacksmith, say

LAND AT LAST. 


Normannia’s Passengers Trans- 
ferred to Fire Island. 


Guns to Aid the Cepheus. 


A Terrible Night at Sea for the Impris- 
oned Passengers. 


FUTILE APPEAL TO THE MOB FOR PER- 
MISSION TO LAND. 


The Injunction Restraining the Governor 
From Occupying the !«!.nd Annullea 
To-Day—The Rebellious Long Island- 
ers Will Be Compelled to Submit to 
Force—Growing Brighter at Quaran- 
tine—Building, a Oholera Camp at 
Sandy Hook. 


QUARANTINE, Sept. 13, 8:30 p. m.—Dr. Jen- 
kins has just received the following tele- 
gram: | 

**We have landed some of the Normannia’s 
passengers on the island and expect to have 
them aH landed in a short time.’’ 


New YORK, Sept. 15.—New York awoke to 
the fact this morning that it was confronting 
a very grave situation at Fire Island. The 
Cepheus with her cargo of helpless women 
and delicate children was still anchored in 
the channel off the island, and their suffer- 
ings during the night are described as having 
been most intense. Men paced the deck all 
night, or reclined upon the bare decks while 
snatching a few hours of restand sleep. The 
women and children huddled together, cry- 

ng and praying in the warmest corners to 
be found, or slept the sleep of exhaustion 
upon the seats of the excursion boat, 
f lucky enough to secure such 
points of vantage. Delicate ladies 
tried to rest upon camp stools or even upon 
the floor, and one and ali bitterly bewaltled 
their harsh fate andthe devilish hardheart- 
edness of the bay men ofLongIisiand. It was 
only after the most earnest prayers that the 
latter allowed some foodto be sent to the 
half famished passengers, whom .they had

A dispatch from Fire Island at 10 a. m., re- 
ported the Cepheus at anchor in the channel 
off the island. The passengers were feeling 
very uncomfortable on account of the chilly 
southeast wind that ig blowing. Food was 
being supplied for the passengers on the 
Cepheus from the surf hotel. Men from the 
main land were still guarding the dock to 
prevent the landing of passengers. 

. THE INJUNCTION VACATED. 

There was great relief expressed by the 
health officers and Gov. Flower when, after 
the receipt of the telegram from the Attor- 
ney-General, it was learned that the general 
term of the Supreme Court of Kings County 
had vacated the temporary injunction 
obtained by the Board of Héalth on the town 
of Islip restraining Flower and Health Officer 
Jenkins from using Fire Island as a quaran- 
tine station. Judge Spratt and Dykman 
voted to vacate the injunction, Judge Bar- 
nard dissenting. , 
g@This settled the legal wrangle and 
left the Governor freeto push forward his 
plans for occupying the stand by military 
forcé. 

THE PEGASUS STEAMS OUT. 

At 12:45 the sound steamer Pegasus moved 
out from pler 36 in the North River bound for 
Fire Island and fiying the stars and stripes 
proudly from her staff,

PRISONERS OF THE STATE. — 

These helpless people, the prisoners of the 
State, have been treated by these Long 
Islanders as badly as shipwrecked crews 
have been treated by the savages of uncivi- 
lized islands, and yet the land, the Island of 
Sandbar, upon which the bay men refuse to 
permit these unfortunate people to set foot, 
is situated five miles by water from the near- 
est settlement. 

To-day promises to bring matters toa head 
in some way or other.

Humanity pleads for 
the immediate relief of the hundreds 0f im- 
prisoned people anchored off Fire Island in 
a frail excursion boat, whose roughest 
voyage up to the present has beento take 
summer excursionists to Coney Island. 
wThe proceedings of the Bay men are on all 
sides classed as inhuman, rebellious, and as 
a disgrace tO civilization. A band of cruel 
men aré banded’ together to resist the 
authority of the State.

It was understood at Fire Island that several 
militia officers were summoned by Gov. 
Flower late last night to ‘diseuss the situa- 
tion.

The bay men seemed to have given up 
all idea of resistance about midnight 
and returned in an orderly manner. Some 
of them sailed away on their catboats and 
sought their homes at Bay Shore, Sayville 
and Islip, but quite a large body of men were 
left behind to await developments. They 
were stationed west of the hotel, but within 
hailing distance, and kepta patrol on duty 
all night.

BRIGHTENING AT QUARANTINE. 

There is no cholera alarm in this city, and it 
is fully expected that the disease will not 
effect alanding on our shores.

‘‘When we were transferred to the Ston- 
ington the scene was a most pitifulone. The 
poor second-class age epg were left on 
board the Normannia in a miserable condi- 
tion and the women were almost frantic. The 
scene was simply heartrending and inde- 
scribable. We did not get off the Normannia 
any too soon,as one Of the stewards who 
waited on our table was taken sick and has 
since died. 

‘‘The boat we are now on is nothing but a 
shell and she is very much crowded, There 
are two persons in every berth. They are 
afraid to fire up the bollers and the kitchen 
ranges cannot used. 

‘*Men are kept on watch all the time, ap- 
rehensive that some accident may occur 
rom fire. 

‘*‘We are paying for everything out of our 
own pockets; if we did not we would get ab- 
solutely nothing toeat. We have to pay the 
tugs for taking our letters, the servants for 
cooking and every expense whatever. Dr. 
Brewer of the Normannia has done most ef- 
fective work, and had it not been for him it 
is hard totell what would have become of 
the sick on board. 

‘*It almost breaks one’s heart to see the 
misery and suffering of these poor forsaken 
people and to see the mothers trying to keep 
their children warm by wrapping them up 
in their own scanty clothing. Their pale, 
haggard faces look like hopeless, helpless 
animals. The authorities ought to send 
some cheap, warm biankets that could after- 
wards be burned.’’ 


CRY FOR HELP FROM THE RUGIA. 

New York, Sept. 13.—A letter was recoived 
yesterday from the cabin passengers on the 
steamship Rugia,now detained at Quaran- 
tine. Inclosed in the letter were two other 
communications, one of which was sent by 
the cabin passengers to Emil Boas, agent of 
the Amprican Packet Co., and the other ad- 
dressed to Dr. Jenkins. These communica- 
tions were the result of a meetingof the 
passengers held Thursday on the Rugia. At 
this meeting Dr. Walser was present 
and the letter was read to him 


that he might communicate its contents 
to Dr. Jenkins. The letter wasthen sent to

the 
passengers had heard that the cabin 
omega of the Rugia were to be sent to 
he New Hampshire together with the second 
cabin passengers of the Normannia and that 
they respectfully protested against such 
action, as the cabin passengers of the Rugia 
were in perfect health and yooh free from 
cholera, which ‘‘could not be said of the sec- 
ond cabin passengers of the Normannia.’’ 
The letter demanded that ifthe cabin pas- 
sengers were to be removed they should be 
taken toa piace of safety and he separated 
from the pessongers from any other ships. 
Following is the ietter to Dr. Jenkins: 


QUARANTINE, STEAMSHIP RUGIA, 
Sept. 8, isvZ: 
Dr. William 7. Jenkins, Health Oficer, Port of 

New York: . 

DEAR Str: The cabin passengers of the steamship 
Kugia in convention assembled, beg tosubmit the foi- 
lowing: We, 100 men, women and children, all of 
whom are,and have been since the day of sailing 
from Hamburg free from cholera, have bcen for 
nearly six days subject to the iewenery: 4 of the con- 
tagion of the deaaly disease on board the Rugia ana 
have borne our fate with a degree of forbearance 
altogether out of proportion with the danger we are 
in and the neglect we have been subjected 
to. No effort that has borne fruit has veen 
made by the Board of Health or Dr. Jenkins to take 
away our steerage passengers, thus préventing the 
spread of the disease among the cabin passengers, 
and our sick were permitted to remain aboard until 
the ‘fourth day, which seems to us inexcusable 
neglect, considering that this urgent step shoula 
have been taken on the very first day. Such 
measures as have been taken to concentrate the 
disease within the ship’s limits are owing only to 
the efforts of the ship’s physician, Dr. Borchardt. 
while the activity of the Health Board has 
been limited to taking away our sick and 
dead. The injustice of this neglect becomes 
the more apparent as the passengers of the 
Normannia were relieved of the steerage passengers 
and their baggage on the second day, Sept. 4, al- 
though they arrived in quarantine after the Rugia, 
and were under way six days less than the slower 
steamer. We desire to call to your attention that we 
have been aboard a cholera vessel for nineteen days, 
six of which have been spent subject to your juris- 
diction; that during®@these days, to relterate, we 
have, as it seems to us, recefved the least possible 
consideration at your hands; that all our cabin pas- 
sengers are and have been free from the cholera; 
that it is our right to demand that we. 100 cabin pas- 
sengeérs of the Rugia, should be brought out of the 
reach of danger and that we herewith request imme- 
diate relief. 

While we believe that many of the sontagens 
measures in quarantine have been taken for the ben- 
efit of the population of thecity of New York, we 
‘also believe that the city of New York should con- 
sider our safety, should secure for ussome place of 
safety where the accommodations are commen- 
surate with such as we are accustomed to, and that 
the mere question of expense to the city of New 
York should not cut any figure at 
ailin view of the distressing circumstances. If 
this inactivity on the part of the Health Board and 
ite eepewsentnn) we @ dp omg to continue, and the 
disease on board th ugia to spread as a conse- 
quence, we cannot but believe that the eulightened 
pee sentiment will place the biame where it be- 
ongs and hold you and eyour subordinates responsi- 
bie for a calamity which, in the present stage, seems 
inevitable, Dr. JOUN PF.

We ask in the name of humanity, why 
shou!d this perilous exposure be continued fora 
singla.moment. VUOught there not to be immediate 
separation between the sick ana the well. We sub- 
mit without a murmur to the abridgment of our 
usual liberties because the pabte 001 demands it; 
but we cemand from the pu liclauthorities immediate 
relief by isolating us and our children from this 
neediess contact with our unfortunate fellow pas- 
sengers in the steerage. 

In the name of humanity end civilization, in the 
name of God, we demand immediate succor. We 
ask for just that measure of help that any consider- 
ate father and husband would provide lor his own 
imperiled family.

John Sullivan Fatally Stabbed by Joseph 
Devlin at Their Home, 


John Sullivan was stabbed and killed by his 
stepbrother, Joseph Deviin, at 1:15 o’clock 
this afternoon In the kitchen of the lodging- 
house kept by the former’s 
mother at No, 415 South Fourth 
street. No one was present 


t the killing and no one Saw the quarrel 
which led up to tt. 

Sullivan’s mother, Mrs. Devlin, is proprie- 
tor of the lodging-house umbered 415 South 
Fourth street. Shehas been married twice, 
and John and his sister were her first chil- 
dren. John was 19 and his sister22. Mr, 
Devlin had a son, Joseph, when he married 
Mrs. Sullivan, who is now 30 years of age. 
When Mr. Devlin died Mrs. Devlin made a 
livelihood renting rooms, and did a fair bus- 
iness. Her stepson, Joseph Devlin, refused 
to work and was known In the neighborhood 
Asanidlier who drank aA great deal. John, 
her own son, however, made himself very 
usefulabout the house. For the past few 
rears he has acted as night clerk 
or the place, which is a 
cheap lodging house with many beds 
inaroom. Joseph Devlin was jealous of his 
younger step-brother and frequently quar- 
reled withhim. John was known asa big- 
hearted, generous boy, while Joseph was of 
a quarrelsume disposition, ever ready to!) en- 
ter into a fight. 

George Pallen, a young man who whprks 
about the house, was the laget one whosaw 
Sullivan alive. He says he was in) the 
Kitchen, which is on the second floor, 
a short while before the stabping 
and saw Devlin in a half drunken stupor sit- 
ting on a chairinthe corner of the ki n. 
Sullivan came ln and, as was his custom on 
getting up, he placed a steak on 
the gasoline stove to cook. He was 
very particular as to how his steak was 
cooked and always insisted on cooking it 
himself. Pallen left as Sullivan came in, 
and while he was pees wood in the 
back yard he heard loud words in the 
kitchen. Then he saw Sulilvan stagger 
out of the kitchen door and totter 
down the steps. ran up toj Pallen 
and Sullivan said: 

‘I’m stabbed. Send. me to the Dis- 
pensary.’’ Pallentriedto pull him toward 
the alley and take him tothe a epeeeary. 
when Sullivan fell and died in. five 
minutes. As soon as he fell, Pallen 
ran fora doctor and brought back Drs. Leh- 
recht and COaryell. They found sullivan 
breathing his last. He was carried into 
a bedroom and placed on a cot. 
His mother and sister were almost 
heart-broken. The wound which caused 
death is a penetrating one on the left side 
below the heart. The Diade severed an 
artery and the bleeding was internal, 

After the cutting Joseph Deviin made his 
escape by way ofthe front door and disap- 
peared west on Spruce street. Later he was 
Captured and said it was all an accident; that 
Sullivan ran into a Knife he beld in his hand.§

ALONZO BROOKSHIRE A TYPE OF THE 
HEREDITARY CRIMINAL. 


» 


An Expelled Schoolboy Killed While As-. 
saulting His Teacher—An Arkansas 
Cutlaw Captured—-Wife Murier in 
Indiana—Mystery of a Decomposed 
Corpse Explained—Crime Brevities. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Sept. 13.—If Kentucky 
ever produced atloroughbred criminal, she 
did when Alonzo Brookshire was born out of 
wedlock, on Dec. 5, 1871. His father, M. A. 
Brookshire, had servedashort term in the 
penitentiary for stealing bacon, having 
broken into a neighbor’s meat-house. 
Alonzo’s mother did not- bear a good 
character, as she raised children by three 
different men without being married to 
either. Alonzo Brookshire began his career 
of crime three years ago by stealing a 
horse. He served two years in the peniten 
tiary for this offepse, during which time he 
escaped from his guards, but was recapt- 
ured. He was only out ofthe penitentiary a 
few months before he stole another horse. 
Yor this offense a warrant was issued against 
him and placed in the hands of Kavanaugh 
Tipton, Jailer of Montgomery County,to exe- 
cute. On the night of July 25 last, Tipton, 
Deputy Sheriff’ Thomas Howard, Joe Ray- 
burn and John Kieth learned that Brook- 
shire was at the house of-one Pitts, in 
Menifee County, and they went there after 
him, arriving about daylight the next morn- 
ing. In attempting to capture the young 
criminal, Tipton and Howard were killed,and 
Rayburn badly wounded. Brookshire fled to 
Madison County, where he was captured by 
the Sheriff and taken+to the Lexington jail to 
prevent his being lynched. The first week in 
september he wastaken to Menifee County 
for trial, buta mob of Montgomery County 
people, triends of Tiptonand Howard,started 
to iynch him and the officers of Menifee 
County barely succeededin saving his neck 
by a night side through the mountains, and 
hé was again taken to the Lexington jall. 
His life is not worth a farthing, as he will 
certainly be lynched if taken to Menifee 
County for trial. 


CRIME NEWS. 


AN EXPELLED SCHOOLBOY KILLED WHILE A&- 
SAULTING A TEACHER. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., Sept. 13.—News Is re- 
ceived of a deplorable tragedy, which oc- 
curred Thursday near Lacey,in Drew County, 
in which Henry Garrison, a school teacher, 
shot and instantly killed a pupil, a youth by 
the name of Thurman. On the preceding day 
young Thurman, for some misdemeanor, was 
expelled from school by the directors. 
Thursday morning Thurman and his brother 
called upon the teacher and demanded that 
the erring boy be reinstated in 
the school, This the teacher re- 
fused to do, and the two young men jumped 
upon Garrison and commenced pounding 
him with brass-nucks. The school teacher 
seized a pistol which he kept in his desk, 
and firing at the younger Thurman boy, 
killed him instantly. Garrison lett immedi- 
ately for his home itn Union County, but 
wrote to the Sheriff acquainting him of his 
whereabouts, and of his willingness to re- 
turn to Drew County in case he should be 
wanted. No arrests have been made, nor 
has there been any school attendance since 


the tragedy. 


‘ HOMESTEAD. RIOT TRIALS. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 18.—The trials of the 
Homestead workmen who have been held for 
the Grand-jury on varying charges of mur- 
der, aggravated riot and conspiracy, will not 
Begin in the Criminal Court until the first 
week tn October. Fifty-five men have been 
so held, and against some of them there are 
four and five charges. A large number of 
arrests are still to made, including many 
women. The charges against the women will 
be disorderly conduct and inciting riot. The 
lawyers on both sides of these prose- 
cutions are now hard at work arrang- 
ing their testimony and preparing for 
what must bea memorable series of trials.

They 
arrested him on Saturday and yesterday he 
confessed that he had pushed Quill down the 
shaft during a quarrel. After making his 
confession he complained tothe officers that 
he was haunted by Quilil’s ghost. He was 
anxious not to be leftalone in his cell. His 
mind has probably been affected by worry 
over his crime. 


AN OFFICER SHOT. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 13.—A young man 
named Kylie went into Shelbyville yesterday 
and obtained from merchants of that placea 
considerable sum of money on orders to 
which he had forged the name of P. D. 
Parker. When the forgery was dicovered 
Constable Watt Ray wentin pursuit of the 
forger and overtook him near Flat Creek in 
Bedford County. Kylie resisted arrest and 
drawing a pistol fired on the constable, in- 
flicting a dangerous wound, but the plucky 
officer nevertheless grappled with his man 
and succeeded in making him a prisoner. 
There was talk of lynching Kylle at Flat 
Creek last night, but wiser counsel prevailed 
and the prisoner will be brought to Shelby- 
ville to-day. Ray was shot just above the 
heart but the bullet glanced. 


BOLD ROBBERY.

Near the 
house they found Will Sapp lying upon the 
ground desperately wounded. He acknowl- 
eGgea his ghilt and implicated another 
young man named’ Tom Bridge. Sapp died 
shortly after he was discovered. lUridge 
made good his escape. 


CHLOROFORMED AND ROBBED.

Gov. Murphy Reports onthe Territory’s 
Condition. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 12.—The annual 
report of N. O. Murphy, the Governor of 
Arizona Territory, says: The population of 
the Territory has considerably increased 
during the last year and now 
numbers about 70,000. The immi- 
gration has beenof a most desirable char- 
acter. The total assets value of the property 
of the Territory is $27,923,142. 

The rate of taxationon every $100 Is $3.27. 
The Governor insists that the present system 


of low valuations and high rates of taxation 
is misleading and injurious and calculated to 
create false tmpressions with intending im- 
migrants and investors. The cattle raising 
business of the Territory has not heen pros- 
perous during the pasttwo years. Onthe 
other hand there has been a steady advance 
inthe permanent interest of the Territory, 
especially inthe agriculturaland fruit rais- 
ing districts. 

Agriculture, horticulture and irrigation are 
rapidly increasing everywhere throughout 
the State. Nearly 167,000 acres of public 
lands were entered last year by persons seek- 
ing homes. Mining has been exceedingly 
prosperous, and contrary to general expec- 
tations the silver product has not materially 
decreased. The total mineral output is 
valued at $9,700,000, which isan increase of 
$2,000,000 over last year. The Governor 
earnestly recommends that the arid lands of 
Arizona be ceded to her. The Governor fur- 
ther recommends thatthe mineral and coal 
lands on the San Carlos reservation be 
opened todevelopment by white settlers. 
Congress is asked to appropriate reasonable 
sums for artesian weil-boring and to prop- 
erly equip the territorial ‘militia. In con-

per cent of anaveragecrop. A killing frost 
before Sept. 25 would materially reduce the 
output of merchantable corn, and at 
least 20 per cent wiil require all of 
September to ripen. Buckwheat averages 
92 percent; Irish potatoes, 62; apples, 48; 
grapes, 83; sweet potatoes, 74; millet, 92. 
Reports of thrashing indicate an average 
yieia of winter wheat of 17% bushels the 
acre; spring wheat, 13 bDusheis. The total 
wheat output of the State will be 8,073,270 
bushels. Oats average 2 bushels to the 
acre, light weight, and the total yield Is es- 
timated at 83,485,150 bushels, or 6) per cent of 
an average crop. Barley averages 24 
bushels, showing a total yleld of 13,889,496. 
Rye, 15%; bushels an acre; total, 1,357,823. 
Flax, 7 bushels; yield, 1,914,591. Cloverseed 
averages 2 bushels; timothy, 413; hay 1% tons 
an acre,

Commissioner Murphy Orders the Re- 
served Streets Sprinkled. 

Street Commissioner M. J. Murphy has just 
issued an. order to the Sprinkling Department 
that will probably force the several thousand 
‘wheelmen inthe city to employ a competent 
surgeon by the year toattend to cycling in- 
juries. A wheelman ‘riding over wet 
granite or asphalt is in constant 
danger of a heavy fall. Last year % 
per cent of wheeling accidents were from this 


cause. So at the beginning of this season 
the cyclers of the city appointed a committee 
toarrange a plan by which Commissioner 
Murphy and Sprinkling Superintendent \W.L. 


Joynson could set apart a route for the}. 


wheelmen to ride down townand back at 
certain hours, safe from the visits of the ter- 
rible ee cart. The committee 
was Prof. C. H. Stone, A. Rugby, who repre- 
sented the Missour! 8. and A. Club, 
Ed Sanders of the cycling club and N. A. 
Wheeler, who represented the unattached 
wheelmen. Aroute was ordered to be kept 
dry forthe wheelmen in the morning and 
afternoon, Every now and then through the 
summer the wheelman’s streets were sprin- 
kled by careless drivers during the hours set 
apart for the cycling’ travel, and 
each time this happened Commissioner 
Murphy was inundated by a_i food 
of complaints from the wheelmen, some of 
them were asserting that Supt. Johnson was 
sprinkling the streets In this way to spite the 
cyclingmen. J. R. Bettis of the League of 
American Wheelmen had a special grudge 
against the superintendent, it seems, and his 
objecting letters were more numerous. Com- 
missioner Murphy got tired at last, and to- 
day issued an order to Supt. Johnson that the 
wheelmen’s streets, granite, asphalt 
and wood, be sprinkled 
like the as the 
property owners were complaining of the 
aust. The order will have the effect of driv- 
ing all the timid wheelmen from the streets 
and the others will only ride down at the risk 
of accidents. 

‘*I am sorry it has come about 8o,’’ said 
Supt. Johnson: to-day, ‘‘but there was no 
pleasing the wheelmen, and the Commis- 
sioner saw that it was epeeerree to satisfy 
them, even though we had been trying todoilt 
in the face of the protest of the property 
owners. Why that man Bettis lost no op- 
portunity to complain, always trying to hurt 
me by going over my head to the Commis- 
sioner. Hereafter, the streetswe had been 
saving for the wheelmen will be sprinkled 
before 8 o’clock in the morning, just as they 
are coming down town; again between ll and 
10’clock, just when they want to gotolunch, 
and once more about 6o0’clock, when they 
are thinking of riding home. That’s what 
all this unreasonable complaining has 
brought about, and the wheeimen may thank 
Mr. Bettis for mostofit. I suppose I’ll get 
the blame for it myself, but ,that wil! be un- 
just. I have done all I could do to accom- 
modate the boys.’’

It is astonishing that Blaine 
would dare attempt so palpable a decep- 
tion. If both the letter and spirit of Jef- 
ferson’s public teachings were not 
so absolutely opposed to any 
of constitutional powers, 
granting of special privileges or levying 
of unequal taxation on the part of the

Cholera Prevention in 1866. 
To the Editor of the Post- Disnatch: 

I am of the number ofthose who may be 
ranked among the old residents of St. Louis, 
having resided here continuously since the 
summer of 1844, and have therefore passed 
through the visitations of cholera since and 
including that of 1849, 

During the Mayoralty of Mr, Thomas we 
were sorely afflicted, and seeing then (as I do 
now) the almost utter impossibility of a 
thorough cleansing of our city by the authori- 
ties, I called a meeting of the residents of the 
block in which I then lived, between Eleventh 


and Twelfth and Morgan and Christy (now 
Lucas) avenue, whom I found to be fully 
alive not only tothe importance but to the 
absolute necessity of taking strictly local 
action in the matter of sanitation. 

A committee was appointed to wait on 
Mayor Thomas and get authority to take In 
hand the sanitary measures in our block. 
Such authority was readily and cheerfully 
given.. Another meeting was held—the nec- 
essary money to defray expenses contrib- 
uted, asanitary committee appointed whose 
duty it wasto visit and thoroughly inspect 
every house, cellar, vault, etc., and to ad- 
vise and superjntend operations. 

This committee was enthusiastically re- 
celved by the heads of families without ex- 
ception. Liveral supplies of sulphate of fron, 
chioride of ime and other disinfectants were 
purchased and distributed, every nook and 
cranny cleansed and disinfected, and at the 
endoftwodays that was by all odds the 
cleanest and sweetest block In this city, and 
it was kept in thorough sanitary condition 
throughout the season. 

To say that it paid is puttingit mildly. We 
all felt that we had done our full duty tothe 
city at large, to our neighbors, our families 
and ourselves, 

The newspapers soon learned what had 
been done, commended the work and urged 
the universal sey gpameny ofthe plan. The con- 
sequence was that within a few days the city. 
was ina furoronthe subject. Most of the 
biocKs were taken In hand by actual fres!- 
dents. Every man and woman was inter- 
estedi and put to work for the preservation of 
the health and lives of their own loved ones, 
and entered into the matter as only self-love 
and self-preservation will prompt, and the 
city, as a wbole, was put into better condi- 
tlonandinashorter time than would have 
been possible by the city authorities. 

Because of our admirable sewer system our 
city is now in condition to apply and carry 
out the above suggestions to perfection; why 
should it not be done at once and continued 
until all fear of an epidemic shall have 
passed. 

This of course would not supersede the 
efforts of the city autharities, but would sup- 
plement them. 

The most densely populated portions of our 
city are occupied by that class who arein 
most imperative need of sanitation, a ma- 
jority of whom are personally unclean, and 
are literally surrounded by filth,on whora 
sanitary measures would have<o be forced; 
where the landlord and real estate agents 
would have to be relentlessly psoed and, if 
necessary, prosecutsd and punished promptly 
and without mercy, if recalcitrant. These 
are the pectiOny where heavy mortality will 
occur, that will be amenace to ali portions 
of the city. 

if we move now and do the work that 
should be done, we will not regret having 
done it. It otxwht not be neg!ected for a sin- 
gie week, Who will take the initiative in the 
vlock in which he lives, call a meeting of 
residents and take immediate action? 

The scourge will soon be upon us. We 
ought not delude ourselves to the contrary. 
Let us be prepared to meet It.

POLITICAL NOTES. 


ILLINOIS CATHOLICS ADVISED TO VOTE AGAINST 
COMPULSORY EDUCATION, 


CHICAGO, Ill,, Sept. 12.—Atall the Catholic 
churches in Illinols the priests read from the 
altara long pastoral letter Sunday morn- 
ing signed by the Archbishop of Chicago 
and the Bishops of Peoria, Belleville 
and Alton, strongly denouncing the Ed- 
wards compulsory education law and calling 
upon Catholic voters to enforce the demand 
foritsrepeal. The letter is remarkable in 
many ways. Itisthe first authorized utter- 
ance of the church in this State on the educa- 
tion matter, and it is taken to mean that the 
Catholics of Illinois will Join the Lutherans 
as they did in Wisconsin in the fight 
against State interference jn denominational 


schools. Also it is the first pastoral ever sent 
out by Archbishop Feehan, and itis the first 
astoral touching political matter that has 
een read in the churches of Chicago since 
Bishop Duggan denounced the Fenians in the 
fall of 1863. ‘The letter goes on to declare 
that the teaching of religion is a necessary 
accompaniment of secular education in order 
that the schools may not turh out ‘‘an in- 
‘ferior sort of men—and mere secularists and 
indifferentists must always be Inferior.’’ 

The Bishop says: 

‘It is not right that we Oatholics should 
have to contribute to the support of both the 
public and parochial schools, For the 

resent, however,there seems to be no escape 

er the double burden, for the law taxes us 
from the maintenance of the secular schools, 
and reason and conscience compel us to 
maintain our own religious schools.’’ 

The part of the letter discussing the school 
question closes witha denunciation of the 
Rdwards law, 

The final passage of this pastoral isas 
follows: ° 

‘*When we consider what we have done 
and are doing to educate our Catholic chil- 
ren, whiie we also contribute to 

of the public. schools, 
it seems inexplicable to us 
that the Legislature of Illinols should have 
enacted what is known as the Edwards law; 
an insidious and unjust law, which under 
pretext of zeal for popular education is 
really a violation of our most sacred rights as 
men and citizens.’’

KELLY PROCLAIMS FOR CORBETT, ALLEN 
IS STILL A SULLIVAN MAN. 


The Ex-Chempion Middle-Weight Says 
Sullivan’s Fowers Are Waning—Alien 
Holds That If Properly Trained He 
Could Still Whip Corbett-—Base Ball 
Players’ Salaries—Track Talk. , 


Tom Kelly, America’s ex-middleweight 
champion, who was one of the most dis- 
tinguished visitors at New Orleans, is back 
again explaining to his friends how the 
migkty John L. met defeat last Wednesday 
night. Kelly’s friends in this city were 
enthusiastic Sullivan men,and they can’t un- 
derstand how in the world a comparatively 
unknown man, such as Corbett was previous 
tothe time Sully concluded to notice him, 
could go in and polish off the only Jobn L, in 
such a masterly manner. 

‘*‘You would be surprised,’’ said Kelly 
this morning, vad you were to 
count the number of intelligent ob- 
servers of the ring who ask me seriously 
whether John L. did not throw the contest, 
Itisa ridiculous thegry, yet among certain 
classes itseems tobe a universal opinion. 
They were not present and did not see the 
champlon’s condition and the manner in 
which this man Corbett outclassed him. 
There is the key to Sully’s downfall, 

‘*I have known John L. Sullivan for many 
years and have seen him fight all his big bat- 
tles, excepting the one with Mitchell in 
France. In his contest with Paddy Ryan I seg- 
onded the Trojan. Personally I will admi 
have never beenan enthusiastic admirer of 
Sullivan. Asa fighter, however, I have al- 
ways admired him. Sullivan I know to be as 
square and honest a man as ever stepped into 
the ring, and no one who knows him well be- 
lieve anything tothecontrary. Before I left 
the city I was doubtful as to the result 
and when I saw the cham- 
pion I became more so than 
ever. He was not in condition to meet Corbett 
and his defeat was due, 1 believe, to himself 
more than any one else. He underestimated 
the Californian and believed wifat foolish ad- 
visers preached about his invincibleness, I 
Saw the Californian when he boxed in this 
city several months ago and came to the con- 
clusion then that whoever undertook -to put 
him out, not even excepting Sullivan, would 
have an extremely difficult job. With this in 
my mind it can be imagined how I regarded 
the boasts of his admirers that John would 
put him out with one punch. 

**While Sullivan’s condition had cousidera- 
ble to do with the result,1 do not believe even 
if he were at his best, that isthe finest con- 
dition possible to get him Inat his present 
age, he would have made any better showing 
than he did. Corbett ishis superior at 
presentand the best thing Sully’s iriends 
can:do Is to take the result as best they can. 
The question as to whether sulll- 
van ever was as good a man as his 
conqueror is a very dificut one. I 
was in the ring side as Paddy 
Ryan’s second when Sullivan bested him,and 
I believe that John was at his best then. 
Leaving aside the question of Corbett’s 
ability asa bareknuckle fighter, I think had 
Corbett been in Ryan’s place, his science op- 
posed to Sullivan’s agility and strength 
would have made the grandest prize-fight on 
record. 

**sullivan’s daysasa fighter are past now, 
and 1 don’t agree with Jake Kilrain in 
the advice he gives sullivan in his letter 
in the last SUNDAY Post-DiIsPaTcH. Sullivan 
had better let up on fighting. A man de- 
velops untilheis 28 yearsoid. After that 
he .eginsto go down. Sullivan has helped 
on ihe d-cline of his physical power by his 
dissipated life. He would only be waiting 
further defeat by attempting to make an- 
other bid for the championship.’’ 

TOM ALLEN’S VIEWS. 

Tom Allen, the ex-champion heavyweight, 
does not agree with the many who having 
witnessed the fight at once proclaimed Cor- 
bett as Sullivan’s superior. ‘‘It was alla 
question of condition,’’ said the ex-cham- 
pion. ‘‘Sulllvan was unfit to enter the ring; 
he was away over-weight and unable to 
cope with a man of Corbett’s agility. 
Idon’t recognize Corbett as Sullivan’s su- 
perior. If Sullivan had been trained prop- 
erly, some of his terrible weight taken off 
of him, the youngster could not have madea 
chopping block ofhim, as he did. Sullivan is 
a skillful boxer, and if he were not weighted 
down could have followed Corbett and made 
him wince witb his driving blows. Of course, 
Corbett is a skillfuland a pretty fighter. He 
won his battle squarely and deserves credit 
for it, but I stili do not hold him to be the ex- 
cham pion’s equal.’’ 

SULLIVAN AND HIS SISTER. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 13,—The meeting of John 
L. Suilivan and sister, which tvok place 
yesterday, was extremely pathetic. The 
tears streamed down the woman’s face and, 
as John held her in his arms, he did his best 
to comfort her, ° 

**Never mind, Annie,’’ said he, ‘‘I stayed 
once too often. It’s all right though. I 
haven’t lost many friends and I am still John 
L. Sullivan.’’ 

**I Know that John,’’ sobbed his sister, 
‘*but 1 can never forgive mySelf for letting 
you goto New Orleans.’’ 

Then she dried her eyesand there was fire 
in them as she continued: 

*‘Youare thechampion stil, and I’ll back 
you myself for eightor ten rounds against 
any man living. No man can defeat my 
brother,.’’ 

The big pugilist was visibly touched by 
such devotion. 

**We'll be all right yet, little girl,’’ he said 
‘*‘{tis nota disgrace to be fairly defeated. ’’ 

Aftera few moments Mrs. Lennan with- 
drew and Ssullivan’s cheerful spirits re- 
turned.
